Sheriff Ramsey said the confes- 
sion was made to Fountain county 
Prosecutor R. C. Fenters, State Po- 
liceman Paul Rule and Robert Bow- 
man and Deputy Sheriff George W. 
Keller. 


The sheriff said Boyce, who had 
been held since a few hours after 
the Debruicker girl's body was 
found Saturday, denied raping the 
girl. He said the man admitted 
strangling her, however, with the 
belt from her dress, then said he 
burled her in the shallow grave. 
He said the girl was killed be- 
tween 1:30 and 2 o'clock Friday 
afternoon. 


Prosecutor Fenters said a mur- 
der charge would be placed against 
Boyce some time today In order to 
hold, him until the grand Jury 
meets in September. He said Boyce 
would be held In Indianapolis to 
avoid possible violence here. 
State Policeman Rule told this 
story of Boyce's statement: 
"He told us that he saw the lit-

JAPANESE NAVAL 


OFFICIALS STATE 


AGREEMENT REACHED 


HANKOW, China, July 24.—(IP)— 
Japanese 
naval 
authorities an- 


nounced tonight an amicable set- 
tlement had been reached on an 
incident 
involving R. A. Bakqr, 
warrant officer attached to the 
United States gunboat Guam, and 
a group of Japanese soldiers here 
yesterday. 


American naval officials declined 
to elaborate on the reported set- 
tlement, saying only "no apology 
was tendered the Japanese." 


Baker was manhandled severe- 


ly and detained four hours after 
he became embroiled in an argu- 
ment with a Japanese sentry.

AUSTIN, July 24.—(#>—The rail- 
road commission struck back to 
day at certain petitions for Increas- 
ed production allowances in the 
East Texas oil field by saying in ef- 
fect that the petitioners' remedy, If 
their allegations were correct, lay 
in drilling more wells. 
Commissioners Lon A. Smith and 
Jerry Sadler, constituting a major- 
ity of the agency, issued an amend- 
ment to rule 37 stating that the 
commission might on its own mo- 
tion grant permits to drill closer, 
than one well to every ten acres in 
order to prevent drainage. 
Petitioners for increased allow- 
ables have contended that under 
the existing East Texas proration 
method their properties are being 
drained by other wells. 
Heretofore exceptions to the 10- 
acre well spacing rule have been 
granted only at request of the own- 
er of the lease on which the wells 
•would be drilled. 
The amended rule 37 provides 


however "that the railroad com- 
missioner, in order to prevent the 
confiscation of property, may upon 
Its own motion or order, grant a 
permit .or permits for the drilling 
of any well or wells nearer than 
660 feet to any other completed or 
drilling well on the same or ad- 
jacent tract of land or farm and 
nearer than 330 feet to any property 
line, lease line or subdivision line 
•whenever the commission sholl de- 
termine drilling of any such well 
or wells is necessary to prevent 
waste or the confiscation of pro- 
perty." 
It states that In the future as in 
the past exceptions to the 10-acre 
spacing rule will be granted only 
after ten-days' notice and hearing.

WASHINGTON, July

Political strategists say the real ef- 
fect qf the Hatch bill will be found, 
not In the number of office holdero 
It strikes off tho rolls of tho 1940 
democratic convention, but in re- 
shaping party machinery at its 
base. 
The bill, approved by congress 
last woek, is on President Roose- 
velt's desk. It forbids political ac- 
tivity by most federal officials and 
bans campaign contributions by 
persons on relief. 
In some statns, politicians say, 
county and state political commit- 
tees will have to bo virtually re- 
made because hundreds of office 
holders now serve on them. 
A good majority of tho delegates 
to national conventions Is chosen 
In state conventions. The county 
and precinct men play a largo part 
In selecting delegates to these state 
meetings.

The Interest of Vice President

In the end of the gavel,

added, are two stones from the 
site of the crucifixion northwest of

The material for the gavel was 
collected by the Rev. Claude War- 
rail Kelly of Hot Springs, Ark. It 
is bound with silver rings.

AGENCIES LEND AID 


WASHINGTON, July 21. 
The war department recommend- 
ed to congress expenditures of 
$28,000,000 for flood control and 
power generating reservoirs and 
dams on the Neches and Angelina 
livers in Texas provided the statfe 
or other responsible local agencies 
assured contributions of $5,000,000 
at completion toward the initial 
cost. 


The senate commerce committee 


has approved tentatively including 
the project in the omnibus rivers 
and harbors bill. 


Army engineers estimated an- 
nual operation and maintenance 
costs at $200,000 and annual local 
benefits at $1,414,000, divided thus- 
ly: 


Reduction of flood damages $92,- 


000; 
navigation benefits 35,000; 
power values, $902,000; municipal 
and industry water supply, $150,- 
000; 
irrigation water supply, $160; 


recreation and wild life, $75,000. 
The benefits the engineers found 


commensurate with estimated an- 
nual charges of 1,321,000. 


The plan recommended two pow- 


er dams below Rockland and large 
storage reservoirs at Rockland on 
the Neches and at McGee Bend 
on the Angelina. 
One low-head 


power dam would be on the Nech- 
es between Rockland dam and the 
Angelina's mouth and another be- 
low the mouth of the Angelina. 
The engineers expressed belief 


the Rockland-McGee Benr proj- 
ects would allow navigation 
by 


Shallow draft vessels to the lower 
of the dams, 90 miles above Beau- 
mont, and stimulate development 
of adjacent territory. 


They added a $5,000,000 partici- 
pation In cost by local interests 
should be reasonable because of 
Improved water supplies and Irri- 
gation use at and in the vicinity 
of Beaumont and Port Arthur.

It came 
before the senators again on the 
question of accepting minor house 
amendments. Senator Hatch (D- 
NM) warned that to reject thern 
would mean sending the measure 
"to the graveward."

pointed to public utterances In 
which the president expressed ap- 
proval of its major objectives. 


There was

speculation 
among members of congress, how- 
ever, as to the practical political 
effect of the bill. 


Some members have contended 


one provision would prohibit most 
federal workers from taking part 
in national political conventions, 
and thus would weaken any ad-

WOOL LABELING BILL PASSED 
BY SENATE AND SENT TO HOUSE 


DIVERGENT VIEWS AS TO EFFECT

the senate 48 to 23, was at the op- 
posite end of the capltol today 
awaiting action by

where a similar measure has the 
house commerce committee's ap- 
proval. 


Two days of debate preceded sen- 
ate passage late yesterday, with 
opponents claiming it was Intend- 
ed to create monopoly and sup- 
porters arguing it would protect 
the unwary buyer 
from •• gettlilg 


shoddy when he wanted 
virgin 
wool. 


It would require the labeling of 


woolen products to show the per- 
centage of virgin wool, reclaimed 
wool and other fibers. Mlsbrandcd 
products shipped interstate could 
be seized by the 
federal 
trade 


commission, and violators would be 
subject to $5,000 fine, imprisonment, 
or both. 


Senator Schwartz (D.-Wyo.) in- 


troduced the bill, and it had the 
support of senators from western 
wool-producing states. 


New England 
opponents con- 


tended the bill would increase con- 
sumer costs and injure wool grow- 
ers because of greater use of cot- 
ton and other fibers. 


Senator Austin (R.-Vt.), leading 


the opposition, was joined by Sen- 
ator Walsh (D.-Mass.) who ar- 
gued that good grade of reclaimed 
wopl were superior In quality to 
some virgin wool. 


Austin told the senate "In con- 


nection with my claim that this 
ia a bill to creat monopoly, I call 
attention to who it is that stirs 
up propaganda and interest in this 
measure. Look at this brochure 
by Julius Frostmann." 


He displayed a booklet urging 


voters to write to their congress- 
men urging passage to "truth In 
fabrics" legislation, and bearing 
the name "consumers league for 
honest wool labeling" and the ad- 
dress of a Washington office. 
Austin reminded the senate that 


J. B. Wilson, representative of wool 
growers, testified at a senate com- 
mittee .hearing on the'bill 
that 
Forstmann, 
of 
the 
Forstmann 
Woolen Co,, prepared a large book- 
let on the wool labeling question, 
and Wilson and Forstmann later 
collaborated in condensing It for 
general circulation.

The 142nd Infantry of the Texas 
National Guard and the 189th field 
artillery,

Guard, will undergo mobilization 
tests to determine the efficiency of 
regulations as applied to an as- 
sumed induction into the federal 
service of National Guard units, It 
was announced today at eighth 
corps area headquarters, Fort Sam 
Houston. 


Tho National Guard regiments 


are in the eighth corps area, com- 
manded by Maj. Gen. H. J. Brees, 
who designated them to undergo 
the tests in accordance to war de- 
partment orders. 


Tho period from July 24 to Au- 
gust 10 has been designated for 
the 142nd Infantry to undergo its 
tests. This regiment Is command- 
ed by Col. John W. Page of Fort 
Worth. 
Regimental headquarters 
aro at Fort Worth, with other 
units situated in various North 
Texas cities. 


The Oklahoma unit, headquarter- 


ed at Enid, will conduct Its test 
from August.6 to October 15. 


Both regiments will carry out 


practically all of their test at 
home stations, and both will un- 
dergo physical 
examinations 
at 


their summer camps. However, the 
142nd infantry will receive the 
bulk of its training before going 
to camp, while the 189th field ar- 
tillerd will get its training after 
returning from camp. 


The object of the tests, it was 


said is not to complete the mobili- 
zation in record time, but to con- 
duct it thoroughly and completely 
and, so far as is practicable, under 
such conditions as will result in 
indicating to the war department 
what may be expected during the 
early days of a mobilisation.

Representative Lyndon B. John- 
son (D-Tex) disclosed today the 
lower Colorado river 
authority 


of Texas had signed a contract 
with the Texas Power and Light 
company for the sale of surplus 
electrical energy produced at the

The T. P. & L. agreed to pass 
on to the public any saving it 
may accrue from the purchase of 
LCRA power. Tho T. P. & I, and 
its affiliated 
companies 
serve 
scores of cities through Texas. 
The LCRA was expected to be- 
gin operation by Aug. 1 of power- 
distributing facilities in 16 Cen- 
tral Taxas counties which it is 
purchasing from the T. P. & L. 
for $5,000,000, Johnson said. 


Ho added only a routine final 
checkup by RFC agents into the 
contract was necessary to com- 
plete the transaction. 
The RFC 
is lending the authority the $5,- 
000,000. 


With those facilities, the LCRA 
will serve about 15,000 customers 
in some 60 towns and cities, in- 
cluding Austin.

$100 of tax-rendored value, another 
of $79.57 and 
another 
of $74.68. 
In those counties, If you own 
a 
home and have it paid for com- 
pletely, without considering tho 
national debt at all, you can see 
for yourself if tho local govern- 
ment bond Issues were paid off 
you simply would not have any- 
thing loft. What would you give 
for a home In those counties?" 
In discussing the bonded debt 


of various divisions of Navarro 
county (there is no county-wldo 
bonded Indebtedness In this coun- 
ty), 
County Auditor Cunningham 


pointed out that Including all road 
districts', common and independ- 
ent school divisions, there 
is 
slightly In excess of $4,000,000 out- 
standing bonds, and that repre- 
sents about 20 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuations within tho coun- 
ty. 
The assessed valuations are
